ENEVA.  Jan.  4  (;P).  —  Soviet  Russia's  hailing  of 
Uruguay  before  the  Council  of  the  League  of  Na- 
tions was  interpreted  in  League  circles  tonight  as  a 
warning  to  the  world  she  would  not  be  held  responsible  ai 
a  Government  for  Communlat  revolts  in  any  section  of  the 
globe. 

Russia  complj^ined  to  the  League  that  Uruguay  violated 
the  Covenant  in  breaking  off  diplomatic  relations  with  her. 
She  asked  that  the  dispute  be  taken  up  hv  the  Council. 
League  members  believed  Moscow  is  determined  to  accept 
the  challenge  of  UruguayVall^ation  that  she  is  spreading 
subversive  Communist  prop.ir.nn(la  and  -wUl  make  every 
effort  to  prove  her  hands  are  Ueaii.

China,  taking  stock  of  the  na- 
tion's itood  tosses  during  193S, 
finds  that  the  money  loss  alone 
exceeds  $450,000,000.  The  loss 
of  human  life  is  incalculable 
and  is  not  yet  tndcd,  for  many 
of  the  flooded  areas  are  suffer- 
ing from  famine,  and  death 
from  starvation  will  almost 
certainly  total  tens  of  thou- 
sands before  Spring.

The  Yellow  River  floods.  In  the 
long  run.  will  prove  the  more  seri- 
ous. When  the  Yangtze  overflow.s 
It  fertilises  the  land  with  rich  silt, 
but  Yellow  River  floods  bring  a 
heavy  deposit  of  sandy  silt  which 
often  makes  the  land  barren  for 
inajiy  years.

-Bere  are  several  dates  that  Oov- 
ernmeni  .should  "IndeeS  be  willing 
to  remember  and  which  should  be 
the  subject  of  celebration.  Tlie  first 
is  iflSl,  when  the  fUit  Legislative 
Council  of  Vaneeover  Xslaiid  waa 
called  Into  belmr 

 ^- FIRST  ASSI.MIU.V 

Five  years  later,  1U56,  the  first 
Legislative  Assembly  was  created 
and  the  flrat  eleetion  held.  This 
may  be  regarded  as  the  initial 
piirllamentary  institution— featuring 
the  franchise— In  the  whole  of  the 
Canadian  West.  Surely  it  is  an  oc- 
casion for  celebration. 

There  la  another  date,  ten  years 
later— Juat  seventy  years  ago— that 
certainly  should  be  i-eialled.  but 
whether  by  festivities,  or  a.s  was 
.'-iit.'Kested  by  Sir  James  Domjlas. 
"With  a  funeral  procession  and  the 
firing  of  minute  guns"  Is  a  matter 
of  debfcte.  It  Is  the  anniversary  of 
the  tmlon  of  Vancouver  Island  and 
British  Columbia,  November  19, 
1866.  The  liistory  of  Vancouver 
Island  since  that  time  assuredly 
givea  cause  for  Sir  James'  form  of 
commemoration.  In  any  event,  it 
Ls  an  Important  date  in  hi.story. 

Five  years  later,  1871.  July  20, 
British  Cohiinbla  entered  Con- 
federation, stirely  an  occasion  for  a 
provtaielal  capital  lo  do  aomethlng. 

NOT  CARRIED  Ol'T 
In  1876— ,sixty  yean,  ago  —  there 
happened  something  that  the  Pro* 
vlndal  Oovenunent  will  recall.  In 
fact  the  strUdng  incident  of  the 
vi.sii  of  I>ord  Dufferln  to  Victoria 
miRht  be  reix>ated.  It  will  be  re- 
membered that  the  Oovemor-Gen- 
eral  refused  to  pass  beneath  an 
areh  carrying  the  words,  "Carnar- 
von Terms  of  Separation."  The 
Carnarvon  terms  have  not  yet  been 
carried  out. 

Ten  years  later— 1866— Sir  John  A. 
Macdonald  drove  the  last  spike  In 
the  construction  of  the  E.  Sc  Jf. 
Railway— a  golden  Jubilee  worthy  of 
beiner  celebrated. 

There  are  other  anniversaries  that 
could  and  should  be  remembered 
this  year,  and  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment should  take  the  initiative 
in  an  Island-wide  celebration.  It

Among  the  interesting  features  to  celebrate 
Vancouver  s.  Jubilee  this  year  will  be  the  jiresence 
In  the  parades  that  are  planned  of  a  London 
omnibus  of  the  "B  '  type.  It  is  a  prc-War  vehicle, 
one  of  those  commandeered  by  the  British  Gov- 
ernment for  service  in  the  Great  War  to  carry 
Iroop.s.  Its  type  vanished  overnight  from  Lon- 
don s  streets  and  reappeared  In  France  and 
Flanders.  It  is  now  a  war-scarred  omnibus  and 
will  doubtless  recall  many  memories  to  veterans. 

During  the  celebration  of  her  fifty  years  of  ex- 
istence, Vancouver  will  turn  a  street  Into  a  repre- 
sentation of  an  old-time  mining  camp,  li^lU  stage 
an  authentic  Indian  villat^e.  and,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Canadian  Pacillc  Railway,  will  re-enact 
the  arrival  of  !(fyt  first  transcontinental  train. 
The  most  ambltiou.s  plan  of  all  proj<-rted  is  a 
transcontinental  air  race  which  will  arouse  in-' 
terest  all  aeroas  the  Dominion.

This 
definition  has  hem  expanded  tO  mean  a  ju.?t 
estimate  of  himself  and  others,  frequent  selX- 
cxamlnatlon,  ti  steady  obedience  to  the  rule  which 
he  knows  to  be  ri^ht.  A  mind  constituted  to 
exact  this  standard  from  Itself  does  not  worry 
at  all  about  what  others  may  think  or  say.  It  Is 
the  Impregnable  mind  which  Is  not  tossed  about 
by  chanplng  fashions  and  conventions,  which  Is 
uninfluenced  by  ephemeral  theories.  It  rests  on 
the  rock  of  honesty  of  purpose;  it  has  morality 
aa-tll*.garment  of  Its  religion,  and  It  expresses  It 
In  dally  life.  It  Inspires  actions  achieved  in  con- 
scious obedience  to  the  will,  of  Ood,  and  in  the 
excellence  of  Its  self-sarrlflce  It  makes  for 
Whatsoever  things  are  lovely  and  of  good  report. 
Sveh  a  mind  is  forever  atonlalng  to  bring  to 

fruition  those  obligations  the  observance  of  which 
make  for  the  development  of  the  whole  posslblll- 
tles  of  man;  It  Is  aiming  at  the  highest  good.

True.  ti)rir  Anding  so  many  years 
ago  was  only  an  incident  in  the  search  for 
the  mythical  strait  between  the  Atlantic 
and  t'aciflc  Ocean.s.  which  was  to  solve,  to 
some  extent  at  least,  the  transportation 
problems  of  Europtan  shipowners  eager 
for  the  apcedy  transit  of  valuable  trade 
goods  from  Cathay  and  the  Indies  Ap- 
preciating this,  it  will  be  excusable  to  write 
a  couple  of  hundred  and  fifty  years  olt  the 
record  of  neglect,  after  charpinR  (hrni  tq 
misdirected  ettort.   At  the  <kme  time,  we 
should  remember  that  we  cannot  get  away 
with  rxcusinR  oiirsrlvcs  indrnnitrly  in  this 
busintss  of  putting  off  until  tomohvw  what 
we  might  have  started  yeatwday,  and 
could  be  doinR  todby. 

Coming  down  to  a  century  and  a  half 
■fo  (the  time  when  the  commercial  history 
of  the   Islands  mwMl    br  said   to  have 
started),  when  it  had  been  nols<fi  about 
the  Orient  and  East  Indian  ports  that  there 
were  great  possibilities  for  obtaining  otter 
,  pelts  on  the  then  little-known  Wrst  Coast 
of  North  America,  there  began  an  era  of 
intensive  trade  with  the  arrival  of  adVMi- 
.turing  ahjpa,  hailing  from  distant  seaports 
— British,  French  and  American  predom- 
inating. They  did  a  thriving  bualneas  for 
years  with  the  natives,  or  until  such  time 
•8  the  valuable  sea  ott€r  all  but  vanished, 
owing  to  the  eagemeu  wUh  whleh  they 
were  sought  by  Indians  bbieaaed  with  a 
craving  for  the  cheap  trade  good*  they 
would  ftt  te  taehaagv  for  thcta. 

It  is  aafe  to  state  that  hHimmh  th«  ITSCa 
and  the  early  1800  s,  the  Queen  Charlotte 
Iklandi  loomed  larger  in  the  thoughts  of 
a  wider  circle  of  Interetti  ttian  they  do 
today,  meaning  people  who  arc  not  actually 
nvhig  on  them.  True.  Uie  knowledge  waa 
probably  confined  to  the  ieipoBa  from 
whence  the  traders  .sailed,  but  the.sc  were 
Important  porU  and  widely  dUtrlbuted 
le  merchanU  of  London.  Liverpool.  Boa- 
t<  n.  Bordeaux.  Ll.sbon.  Barcelona,  Bombay 
and  Macao,  among  other  places,  knew  that 
the  trading  with  theae  JAmda  was  moat 
pront.iblf.  for  their  .vhlps  could  pick  up 
lArge  quantities  of  sea  oCtet  »kii>^  Uiert. 


Tor  example,  Captain  Dixon,  he  who  named 
the  islands  after  his  good  ship,  the  Queen 
Charlotte,  picked  up  as  many  a.s  1.820  otter 
skins  on  one  visit,  the  majority  of  thom 
being  prime  pelts.  They  were  purchased 
chdiply  and  aokt  at  high  prices. 

Litrle  Concern 

T  the  present  time  we  give  the  Queen 
Charlotta  UUndti  ht4i^,  if  anv,  t-oti 
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cem.   Since  the  day  I  first  read  anything 
about  them,  few  efforts  have  been  made 
to€xploit  their  resources  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Canadian  people.    There  have  been 
at  tempts  to  do  things  there.  I  grant,  chiefly 
through  the  promotional  manner.  Fi.shing 
projects  have  been  started  enthusiastically 
mining  properties  have  scintillated 
stagey    Iimelli;ht;    and    the    townsH,.  ,,f 
Queen  Ciiarlotte  City  liad  all  the  advan- 
tages of  the  boomers'  plausible  argumenU 
to  boost  it.   The  only  efTorts  that  scom'to 
thrive,  however,  arc  in  connection  with 
the  lumber  Industry.   Several  apparently 
prosperous  logplnR  cnnrr  i us  operate  on  the 
East  Coast,  In  Sclwyn.  Cumshcwa  and  Atli 
Inleta.  Queen  Charlotte  City,  numbering 
probably  300  souls  at  the  present  tlme.Tol-' 
lowing  the  failure  of  a  sawmill  project,  now 
geU  Ita  daily  bread  fi'om  the  sea.  a  number 
of  the  population  being  fishermen.  In  good 
seasons  they  do  very  well  and  have  all  the 
conveniences  of  the  city  dweller  the  year 
around,  even  to  motor  cars. 

Several  decades  apo  now.  I  made  tome 
slight   acquaintance   with    the  Islands 
mainly  confined  to  leisurely  voyaging  be- 
tween Skldegate  and  Ma.sset.  when  time 
wasn't  so  valuable  to  the  coasting  craft 
and  there  weren't  many  aids  for  night 
navigation  in  stormy  or  foggy  weather  My 
knowledge  of  the  islanda  is  necessarily 
Umlt«d.  1  admit,  but  I  saw  soihethlng  of 
the  great  .spruce  groves,  which  make  MU^ 
•  Cathedral  Grove,"  on  the  Albernl  Road 
wonderful  as  It  Is.  aulfer  much  in  cora: 
parison,  and  probably  the  finest  samplaa" 
of  yellow  cedar,  or  cypress,  one  could  see 
anywhere.  I  would  hear.  too.  the  occa- 
sional story  of  the  possibility  of  mineral* 
and  listened  to  glowing  descriptions  of  c 
and  oil  prospects  on  the  West  Coast 
have  never  been  there.   Occasionally.  tOo' 
I  would  hear,  and  li.sim  intently,  vou  may 
m  rare,  to  the  legci.ds  of  Rose  Splt  and 
Tow-Hiii,  which  would  fenenUljr  crop  up 
M  these  interesting  spoU  were  Ughted 
fnm  m  ahlpr  decks. 
New.  they  teU  mc.  there  are  some  excel 
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Which,  In  their  maketip,  compare  favorably 
with  the  bcs",  we  have  <;n  V:  ncf.iivcr  islfiKl 
The  rna^n  highways  of  Orr-hnm   I  ',  lui 
connect  Queen  Charlotte  City  wiiii  I'ort 
Clement.s  and  l,(  .lu  Hill,  I  can  voiirh  for 
the  worth-whllencss  of  a  ti'4p  along  the 
last  CoMt  of  the  Islands  through  tourist 
eyes,  and  could  .'pcnd  .some  time  describ- 
ing its  mtciT.st.N  but  a  number  of  people 
can  tell  you  the  .name  things,  having  hud 
the  opportunity  to  go  a-cruising  in  these 
waters  Aboard  the  coast'ng  crafi  which  the 
Canadian  National  Steamships  send  to  the 
islands_j_aia  more  Interested  in  the  We.st 
Coast,  however,  especially  after  what  H  D. 
Parlzeau,  chief  of  the  Hydrographic  Survey 
for  the  Federal  Department  of  Mariife  on 
the  Pacific  Coast,  and  member.-;  of  his  staff, 
who  carried  out  considerable  work  there 
during  the  paat  Summer,  had  to  say 
regarding  Ite  aecnie  cb«rau  putkularly.

West  Coast  of  the  Qufcn  Charlotte  I. s lands 
should  prove  of  aoime  profit  to  cr  u i.-^e -plan  - 
ning  ship  companies  in  the  future. 
,   After  all.  there  was  probably  no  imme- 
diate reason  why  the  western  forcshorts 
01  the  islands  should  have  been  thorotighly 
cl-.arted.  wiien  waters  closer  to  the  trade 
channel:;  Jiad  been  only  partly  surveyed. 
Through  information  furnished  by  the 
fishing  company  which  brought  trawlers 
out  from  the  Old  Country  at  one  time 
certain  departments  of  the  Oovemment  at 
Ottawa  were  in  por.re.sslon  of  valuable  data 
concerning  the  area.    Anyway,  although 
the  north  and  east  coasts  of  the  islands. 
Including  Ma.ssett  Inlet  and  Sound.  Naden 
Harbor  and  Skidegate  Inlet,  were  exam- 
ined and  partially  charted  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  nineteenth  clntury  by  the 
Dominion  Government,  the  west  coast,  of 
the  group  was  neglected  hydrographicaUy 
until  the  Fall  of  1S34.  when  It  was  decided 
to  proceed  with  a  snrvey  of  the  eoest  and 
harbors  to  im. 

Prior  to  the  arrival  of  the  survey  ship 
William  J  Stewart  on  the  .scene,  planes  of 
the  Royal  Canadian  Air  Force  carefully 
covered  the  territory  to  be  eharted  by  uk- 
ing  many  photographs,  .some  Vertically 
fr.Uowing  the  shoreUne,  and  others  from 
varkms  aatM^' whMi  were  of  great  a^is- 
tance  to  the  surveyors  These  pictures 
illustrate  more  graphically  than  anything 
else  could  possibly  do  the  character  of  the 
LMand5,  en.-.bling.  at  the  same  tlm<!.  the 
work  to  be  prosecuted  wtth  a 
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saving  of  tunc,  as  well  as  elimlnatmg  a  lot 
of  hazardous  work  formerly  accomplished 

with  surf  boat.s  wh(  n  rvrry  jard  of  shore 
Jiad  to  be  traversed  and  frequent  landings 
made.  The  co-operation  of  the  air  service 
with  the  ship  is  Kettmg  results  unthought 
of  under  the  methods  of  charting  sea- 
coasts  In  vogue  only  a  few  yenr.i  ago. 

Were  Impressed 

APART  from  the  scientUic  angles  of 
their  duties.  Mr.  Parlzeau  and  mem- 
bers of  his  staff  teU  of  this  unexplored 
region;  and  while  engineers  engaged  in 
field  work  on  the  water,  land  or  in  the  air 
i  re  liable  In  get  hardened  to  the  Impres- 
sions of  natural  beauty  revealed  in  the 
great  outdoor-j  as  they  go  about  their  work, 
the  hydrourapiuc  surveyors  were  evidently 
impressed  with  the  charms  of  the  Wf.st 
Coast  of  the  Queen  Charlottes.  Their  dc- 
•vriptions  of  panoramas  seen  from  ship 
and  mountain-top  certainly  indlrate  that. 

They  t^ll  of  hills  back  from  the  Imme- 
diate coast,  lying  at  sharp  angles,  stretch- 
ing up  to  consider.iblc  heights  to  end  in 
.sheer  drops  of  great  distances  on  their 
opposite  sides;  while  along  the  west  coast 
of  Moresby  Island,  particularly  between 
Henry  Bay  and  Cold  Harbor,  the  bold  front 
of  the  elevations  stand  almost  perpen- 
dicular, wl'h  escarpment.,  of  from  one  to 
two  thousand  feet  high.    This  coast  Is 
rugged  and  roeky,  reefs  projecting  far  into 
the  .sea  with  onl>  the  very  occasional  bit ' 
of  beach  between.   Inside  the  harbors  it 
Is  different;  and  while  th^  surveys  proved 
those  charted  as  being  available  for  ship- 
ping if  the  need  should  ever  arise,  t her"  are 
nt;mefow  beiuhes  and  level  places  of  a 
■'sort,  particularly  at  the  heads  of  the  liUeU 
and  bays.

while  there  is  a  considerable  variety  of 
deciduous  trees,  like  maple,  cottonww.d 
dogwood  and  wild  crab  apple.  The  yew  tree 
in  common  in  certain  localities,  too,  and  at 
cne  time  was  u.sed  extensively  by  the 
natives  for  making  fish  hocks. 

The  surveyors  were  struck  by  the  number 
of  deer  to  be  seen  everywhere  on  the  West 
Coa.st  They  ^'ere  very  tame,  too,  having 
no  fear  of  the  men  at  their  work.  Black 
bear  proved  a  consistent  nuisance  to  shore 
parties  throughout  the  Summer.  What  the 
wild  hfc  of  the  Islands  was  Jn  the  past  is 
more  olr  less  conjectural.  At  one  time 
"caribou  had  ^a  habitat  there,  for  in  com- 
paraUvcly  jcccent  years  a  specimen  was 
killed.  whlcH  is  now  in  the  Provincial 
Museum.  It  wr.uld  appear  that  it  must 
have  been  about  the  last  of  Its  kind  oB  the 
inlands. 

Have  Multiplied 

BLACKTAILdrer  were  placed  on  Graham 
Island  by  Alexander  McKenzie,  Hud- 
son's Bay  sujrekeeper  at  Masaet.  and  lev. 
Robinson,  on  Bare  Island,  many  years  ago 
The  variety  has  multiplied  exceedingly, 
Some  elk.  or  wapiti  rather,  were  liberated 
behind  Quern  Charlotte  CityJjjtJthe  Pro 
vlnclal  Government,  and  are  said  to  b« 
doing  nicely:  while  MkVParlseatt  liberated 
s-me  whltetail  deer  UWre  about  ten  yean 
since.  All  this  assures  game  for  the  sports-  . 
men  of  the  future. 

Th«>  Queen  Charlottes  comprise  oirer  IM 
islands  and  islets,  the  length  of  th*-  group 
being  156  miles  and  the  greatest  breadth 
ftfty-two  miles.  Kuhghit.  Moresby.  Ora- 
ham  and  Langara.  extending  northwest- 
erly In  the  order  named,  combine  to  make 
ih.  1— iirfiTf,  ssYeaty  twe, 
sixty-sevMi  and  five  miles  long,  rf«pec- 


tively.  These  four  islands  constitute  about 
eighty  per  cent  of  the  antlre  area.  There 

are  .several  other  islands  east  of  this  buffer 
grf.up  whleh  aer^of  fair  slic— Louise. 
Talunkwan.  t^U.  Bumaby  and  Tanoo!

Now  Mr.  Manning,  with  )iU  weekly  thirty- 
five,  wa.Taa  rather  uniLsual  tyj)c  of  .studio  em- 
ployee, for  he  was  not  an  actor,  certaJiUly  not 
an  extra  man,  and  neither  was  he  a  laborer  or 
one  of  those  In  the  technical  department.  He 
w&s  rather  a  nuxiuic  of  all  these,  a  studio 
handy-man,  a  jack  of  all  trader,  doer  of  odd 
jobs,  and  reliable  fellow  in  any  emergency.  He 
'  had  baSB  with  the  studio  steadily,  was  gener- 
ally liked,  and  so  was  rather  underpaid,  as 
oftan  h^nwu  to  a  good-natured  worker. 

FVir  onie  thing,  he  was  a  demon  with  a 

motorcycle,  and  that's  how  he  first  hooksd  into 
tlie  studio.  They  required  a  daredevil  on  a 
motorcycle  to  race  a  passenger  train  and  beat 

It  to  the  crossing  by  nine  inches,  and  Mr. 
Buck  Mannuig,  then  unknown  and  imem- 
ployed,  Rladly  accepted  the  offer,  raced  the 
train  with  a  great  flourish  and  Just  did  beat 
the  locomotive  to  the  crossing.  Later  on  he 
rode  hi.s  motorcycle  into  a  lake  and  almost 
drowned.  The  head  men  felt  they  could  de- 
pend on  him,  for  his  manner  was  always  cheer- 
ful and  he  never  turned-down  any  chore, 
whether  he  could  do  it  or  not. 

In.  many  of  the  Western  dramas,  of  which 
tho  studio  made  a  number  each  year.  Buck 
often  appeared  In  a  Buffalo  Bill  hat  and  hairy 
pant.s,  and  frequently  he  played  his  mouth- 
organ,  an  Instrument  which  he  handled  eagerly 
but  with  ho  great  technique.  As  he  was  not  an 
actor  In  the  acting  sease,  his  place  was  usually 
tlilrd  cowboy  from  the  end,  .somewhere  off  in 
the  background,  and  he  never  did  yearn  to 
move  forward.  He  jvas  not  envious  of  the 
well-paid  gentlemen  of  the  screen,  and  felt 
dt.stlnctly  bettor  ofl  than  manv  an  actor  and 
extra  man.  What  if  they  did  draw  a.s  hlRh  a.s 
two  hundred  a  week?  Some  of  them  worked 
one  week  and  Idled  the  nwt  fifteen.  There 
was  nothing  in  that.  Buck  could  plainly  see. 

After  all,  as  he  sometimes  informed  Mary, 
when  the  old  thirty-five  comes  tiunbling  in 
each  and  every  Saturday,  that's  something, 
and  don  t  forget  it.  Many  and  many  a  week 
Buck  had  nothing  to  do,  but  his  pay  continued, 
and  he  reported  ior  duty  each  morning,  always 
on  hand<if^  anyone  wanted  him.  In  slack  times 
the  studio  laid  olT  this  one  and  that  one.  but 
no  ofBcial  ever  thought  of  laying  off  Buck 
Manning,  and  probably  the  mild  thirty-five 
had  sometiilhg  to  do' with  that.

In  one  drama,  long  a  myst«r>'.  he 
rode  from  bottom  to  top  of  a^stlfl  moimtaln 
grade,  toppled  over  backward  at  the  creat  and 
rattled  all  the  way  bark  to  the  toes  of  the 
camera,  with  his  machine  bouncing  down  be- 
side Mm.^threatenlng  to  knock  his  ears  off. 
After  Mary  and  Buck  discovered  each  other, 
she  asked  him  as  a  personal  favor  to  be  care- 
ful and  i:"'  ki!!  ii.in.scU  in  hLs  enthUSlasfam, 
and  lie  pn  tiu.std  with  great  eloquence. 

Mary's  o  vn  job  was  vastly  dliTerent«  unex- 
citing, wearing.'and  Buck  wondered  how  .she 
or  any  human  being  could  stand  it  steadily. 
aSie  had  her  own  room,  seareely  larger  thft»  a 

prison  rrll  and  no  more  rhe^Tful  It  waa  al* 
ways  dark,  and  Uiere  she  .sal  from  morning  fill 
night,  looking  at  the  rapidly  moving  film.  At 
one  end  of  the  room  was  a  miniature  boimb, 
and  at  the  other  the  noisy  projecting  machine, 
and  a  chair  for  Mary.  There  *ere  r»tJier  such 
tiny  rooms,  all  in  a  row,  and  other  girls  doing 
the  same  work,  and  it  was  extremtiy  impor- 
tant. When  the  studio  geniuses  turned  out  a 
new  play  on  film,  the  laboratory  men  imme- 
diately whipped  out  two  hundred  prints,  to  b« 
shipped  over  the  wide  land  to  the  waiting 
thoatrm.  ImI  of  thaaa  ptetwoa  lay  on  flvo  or 
six  stooli,  Oflen  more,  and  t>efore  they  left  the 
studio  tvmy  Mfiooi  of  film  must  be  scrutinised 
for  blemishes,  seratchaa,  Munry  gpota  aai  tha 
faintest  of  imperfections.  A  pin  scratch  mm 
the  film  makes  a  wreck  of  the  scene,  and  po 
the  two  hundred  .scenes  were  divided  among 
the  girls,  and  one  of  the  sharpest-eyvd  of  thgm 
ill  ims  Mary  AnA»  antes,  who  wore  no  glasam.

task,  but.  as  Buck  grimly  prophealed,  the  day 
was  coming,  and  soon  she  WWld  lOOk  llkO  g 
New  C^gland  schoolmarm. 

Mary  was  never  late.  She  hurried  in  at  nine 
on  the  dot,  dro|:H>ed  down  beside  her  project- 
ing machine  and  remained  there  until  noon.

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'I  lie  apiK'arance  of  this  new  edition  of  "The 
Search  for  the  Western  Sea"  has.  fm-  many 
months,  been  anxiously  awaited.  In  the 
twenty-seven  years  that  have  elapsed  since  tlic 
original  edition  was  published,  copies  have 
gradually  become  scarcer  and  prices  have 
steadily  mounted  until  deaktaliave  not  hesi- 
tated to  ask  four  or  oven  ftva  Umm  the  first 
price. 

The  first  edition  was  In  one  volume  of  6S1 
pages,  cumbrous  and  unwieldy.  The  work  Is 
now  improved  by  being  separated  into  two 
volumea^hoiarh  the  pagination  is  continuous. 
The  result  i&  two  convenlently-sised  and 
handy  books. 

The  title,  tiir  autlior  tell.s  us,  "has  been 
chosen  because  it  is  believed  to  express  the 
keynote  of  exploration  in  Northwestern 
America." 

Appeared  in  1907 

IMMBDIATBLY  upon  Its  appearance  In  1W7, 
"Tlic  Search  for  the  Western  Sea  "  leaped 
into  a  recognized  position  a&  the  treasure- 
house  of  Western  exploration,  and  succeeding 
years  have  but  strengthened  and  sol  Id  i  fieri 
Uiat  place.  In  the  iiitrodiu  i  Ion  Mr.  Burji«  e 
akeiehes  ih^  evoiution  T7f  111*'  tarWel  In  ttie  ■ 
existence  of  a  navigable  waterway  connecting 
the  Pacific  and  Atlantic  Oceans,  and  stresses 
the  part  played  by  the  water  sy.stem.s  of  Can- 
ada 11)  solvmg  ^e  mystery  of  a  river  of  tlie 
West  and  ot  a  Western  sea.  Opening  wlth-the 
sad  narrative  of  the  last  voynce  of  Hd.ry  Hud- 
son, the  volume  shows  the  1  iro  of  that  sup- 
posed passage  which  led  Button,  Foxt  and 
James  to  seek  Cathay  across  Hudson  Bay.

HAVINO  thus  run  oyt  the  line  of  English 
expkiration  from  HudsmriBay,  the  story 
tum.s  to  F>enrh  rfTr>r;,  and  traces  the  won- 
derful work  of  La  Verendrye  and  IMs  sons 
from  Lake  Superior  to  tha  foothffls  of  tho 
Rocky  Mountains  and  from  the  Mandan 
country  on  the  Missouri  to  the  Saskatchewan.

They  had  been  paddling  for  two  d  lys  when 
they  saw  .something  comuig  Uirough  the  water  " 
towards  them.    As  it  drew  nearer  they  saw 
that  it  was  a  very  big  man,  walking  through 
the  sea.

The  Lonely  Climber  of 
 Mount  £vefest^  '- 


MOUNT  Everest  has  given  up  another  of 
the  dauntless  men  who  strove  to  sub- 
due it  and  glorioiLsly  failed. 

Two  years  ago  Captain  Maurice  Wilson  set 
out  witii  three  native  porters  to  climb  the  peak 
that  had  defied  the  concerted  attempts  of  all 
expedltiotu  so  far.  It  was  a  desperate  ven- 
ture, which  niountnineers  more  experienced 
would  have  condemned.  His  porters  felt  It. 
and  when,  having  pursued  the  beaten  track  of 
other  climbers,  a  height  of  31.000  feet  was 
reached,  they  left  him. 

He  v.  nt  on  almie,  and  from  that  time  till 
last  July  he  was  not  seen  agahi.  Then  Eric 
Simpson,  reconnoiuing  the  mountain,  and 
following  the  now  famili.ir  ronu-  t.aken  by 
othery  a.s  well  as  by  Captain  WUson,  found 
his  body. 

The  lone  cUmber  had  gone  only  a  few  hun- 
dred ykrds  from  the  well-known  site  of  Camp 
Tliree  at  21,000  feet;  or.  having  failed  to  climb 
higher,  had  returned  to  a  sheltered  spot  and 
set  up  his  Ught  tent  He  lay  down  in  it  to  die 
In  his  sleep. 

It  Is  some  consolation  that  he  could  not 
have  peri.'^hed  from  hunger,  tor  he  had  evi- 
dently found  a  store  of  provisions  left  by  the 
expedition  of  the  yeai^  before.  He  passed  away 
without  pain  or  consciou-sneiB.  The  mountain 
guarded  him.  The  gales  had  swept  away  from 
hLs  body  his  windlng-sheti.  the  tent.— Chll-' 
drcns  Newspaper.

Rhodes  Scholarships 

C>ECIL  Rhodes,  who  spent  most  of  hLs  life 
J  in  South  Africa,  and  made  a  very  great 
fortune  thrre,  w.xs  Aery  loyal  to  Oreat  Britain. 
He  thought  her  great  schools  were  the  best  for 
young  men  from  any  part  of  the  British  Km- 
■  plre.  He  went  fsrther.  and  inriud'^'d  youths 
fram  the  United  States  and  from  Germany. 

He  left  money  enough  to  give  a  ccrUin  num- 
ber of  young  men  chosen  tor  their  scholarship, 
character  and  physical  fitness  t^ree  years' 
training  at  the  University  of  Oxford.  La.';', 
year  sixty-four  men  won  the  scholarship,  whUe 
tho.«=e  already  at  Oxford  numbered  191.  There 
were  ninety-nine  from  the  British  Empire, 
eighty-eight  from  the  United  Suites,  and  four 
from  Germany 

Since  the  scholarsliips  were  founded,  a  great 
many  men  hv^e  graduated.  Many  ai^  teach- 
ing In  Canada,  some  in  our  own  University

Many  Fine  Herbs  Used  in

ONE  wonders  why  many,  if  not  all,  of  the 
culinary  herbs  are  not  ^rown  m  the  home 
gardf-n  'i  hey  are  so  ea.sy  of  culture,  take  up 
but  little  room,  and  are  readily  and  conveni- 
ently at  hand^Ither  in  the  fresh  or  (iry  sUte. 
It  Is  true  many  of  them  need  full  exposure  to 
light  and  sun  atid  a  handy  soil,  and  such  are 
noj  alw»yi  farth'ogiping  In  imhW  gardens.  . 

The  .soli  for  herb  ciilture  .should  Be  well  dug 
and  rai.sed  up  rough  for  pulverization  by  frost, 
some  well-rotted  manure  being  InoorpoHted  at 
the  time,  or  some  good  garden  fertilizer  add(>d 
toter.  All  plants  must  have  nourishment  if 
they  are  t?  succeed.

HKAD  letuce,  both    for   commercial  pur- 
poses and  for  home  use,  is  one  of  the 
major  vegeUble  crops  in  British  Columbia.  It 

tlierefore.  not  produce  good  marketable  head.s 
during  the  hottest  days  of  Summer.  At  the 
Dominion  Experimental  Farm,  Agassis,  th« 
best  results  are  obtained  when  aeed  is  planted 
during  late  March  and  throughout  Apnl  for 
the  early  .Summer  rrop,  and  from  June  15  to 
July  15  for  the  Fall  crop.  The  late  crop  will 
not  ordinarily  form  aa  large  or  as  Arm  heads 
as  the  early  crop  Tn  the  majnnrv  of  vears. 
however,  a  good  quality  product  can  be  grown. 

l-'-tture  Is  a  crop  which  responds  very 
markedly  to  iU  environment,  which  inchides 
both  the  'sou  and  eliiAattc  eonditiwu.  There  Is 
iibo  a  pronounced  dlfTerence  N  iwern  crops 
raised  from  dlfTerent  strains  of  seed,  and  any- 
one contemplating  the  production  of,  this  crop 
on  an  extensive  scale  should  first  of  all  tr>-  out 
several  varieties  and  different  strains  of  the 
same  variety,  to  be  a.ssured  that  from  i 
standard  the  best  is  being  ased.

Immersion  Method 

THE  Immersion  method  to  much  the  best 
way  of  wa'erlnp,  for  li  ensures  that  the 
whole  ball  of  .'oil  « iii  be  thoroughly  moistened, 
a  condition  often  not  attained  when  wafa-  to 
applied  at  the  surface.  With  very  large  speci- 
mens immersion  to  noir  alwayls  possible.  In 
such  ca.'es  water  la  given  in  liberal  quantities 
by  means  of  a  watering  pot.  To  ascerUin 
whether  or  not  the  soil  to  approaching  a  too- 
dry  condition,  the  pot  to  rapped  'harply  with 
a  small  wooden  mallet  or  with  the  knuckJos 
—a  clear  ringing  trne  indicates  a  need  for 
water,  while  a  dull,  heavy  sound  results  If  the 
sou  to  sufficiently  motot.  With  a  little  experi- 
en^ie  one  can  tell  bv  lifting  the  plant  and 
judging  by  If.s  weight  whether  or  not  water 
Is  required 

Atmospiieric  humidity  is  important  to  plants 
Many  faUures  can  be  rightly  attributed  to  a 
too-dry  atmofphere  Humidifiers  In  a  ro<.m 
help  greaUy.  It  is  a  good  plan  to  have  shal- 
low trays  made  of  copper  or  fine.  These  are 
filled  with  pebbles,  gravsl  or  raossv  which  can 
be  kept  moist,  and  upon  them  the  pots  are 
placed  The  plants  benefit  from  an  atmofi- 
phere  made  moister  by  the  evaporation  from 


Keeping  the  foliage  clean  to  an  Important 
duty.  FVeedom  from  dust  and  Insect  pests  can 

be  insured  by  sponginc  ti  e  leaves  at  weekly 
Intervals  with  lukewarm  Uatcr  in  which  .some 
soap  and  a  little  insecticide  have  been  dis- 
solved. Even  the  slightest  trace  of  Ulomlnatlng 
gaa  In  the  air  affects  planu  adveiMy.  The 
Christmas  cherry  in  particular  quickly  ahows 
ill  effects  from  thto  cause. 

Of  all  Christmas  pbints  the  poln.setUa  is 
nowadays  perhaps  the  mast  rharacteristu  m 
addition  to  the  well-known  scarlet  variety, 
pink  and  while  forma  are  available.  The 
poinsettia  requires  an  even  temperature,  never 
below  60  degrees.  Drafts  are  fatal.  Some  peo- 
ple succeed  in  keepmu  poiiUiettia.s  in  their 
nomes  and  growing  them  to  the  flowering  stage 
lor  the  following  year,  but  thto  cannot  be  re- 
garded as  generally  pracUblble.  If  It  is  to  be 
attempted  the  plants  on  ceasing  to  be  tU-ctv- 
rative  need  to  iiave  their  supply  of  water 
gradually  reduced  until  finally  the  soil  is 
quite  dry.   

The  Rest  Ptribd 

DURING  the  ensuing  resting  period  no 
further  watering  is  required.  ^  April, 
when  the  buds  nc  uis  .'•how  Mgn.s  of  grovtli, 
it  to  gradually  renewed.

EVERYONi  admiu  that  the  effeet  of 
berry-bearlng  plants  shrubs  and  tlOes 
In    the   garden    during    the    Winter .. 
months  is  cheerful  and  charmhig.    They  seem 
to  bridge  the  gap  between  the  la.st  of.  the  Fall 
lloitrt  gnd  the  first  of  the  Spring  bioom. 

Such  subjects  as  the  mountain  a.sli  the  holly, 
the  cotonea.-ters.  the  berberis  and  a  doaen 
others  are  all  moat  dealrahto  subjects  for  the 
garden,  not  only  on  acooimt  of  their  Summer 
splendor  but  also  by  reason  of  their  bright 
berries  In  the  Winter  time. 

Hiase  facts  are  admitted  by  r\erv  B«rdener 
•  who  ha*  had  an^-  experience,  but  there  is  an-— 
other  point  m  favor  of  the  berried  subjaeU 
which  IS  perhaps  not  so  generally  taken  into 
«»»i«l«»tlon-blrd  attraction. 

We  all  like  to  .see  bird.,  .iiound  durmg  the 
Winter  months,  and  U»e  way  to  attract  them  is 
to  plant  berried  trees  and  shrubs.  The  birds 
will  more  than  earn  theu  keep  Tlie  work  ol 
the  birds  in  the  garden  m  winter  is  most  valu- 
able, and  It  is  work  that  no  one  but  the  birds 
can  do.  E\'ery  kind  of  bug  and  bea.st  that  in- 
fests the  gardeh  crawto  Into*  hiding  when  cold 
weather  com.  .s  Tliev  hide  in  the  crevices  In 
the  tref  bark,  under  the  ieavea  that  mukh  our 
shrubs.  There  are  all  kinds  pf  larvae  and 
eggs  Just  waiting  for  Sprlnit  to  come  to  hatch 
out\and  turn  loose  thou.saiid.s  of  pesus  for  us  to 
fltfht  during  the  Summer— an  army  of  millions 
of  chewcrs.  borers,  leaf-suckers,  leaf-eaters. 
Uoe.  mltas,  worms,  beetlos,  some  smooth,  some 
fiir.zy,  .some  plain  and  some  striped. 

Now  the  Winter  birds  ceaselessly  Oiunt  all 
these  pests,  and  on  a  warm  day,  when  any  oi 

them  crawl  out  of  cover  iliry  arc  fcnap|)ed  up. 
never  to  ciawi  again  You  can  watch  the 
buds  any  warm  day  In  Wlnt«r  turning  the 
leaves  over  and  devouring  orary  orairtlag  thing 
that  thay  uncover. 

Fccdmg  of  Birds 

TREB8  and  shrubs  that  carry  berrie.s  at- 
tract flocks  of  birds  that  are  j)a.',.sing  over 
looking  for  food,  but  it  must  be  remembered 
that  when  the  weather  to  ehlil  nn  the 
are  Irocen  In,  the  berrie.s  ai.-ne  will  not  tx>  suf 
flelent  to  keep  the  birds  around  our  home.  We 
mu-t  supplement  th".,e  \vit.h  other  food,  auch 
as  suet,  bacon  rinds,  bread,  sunflower  aeecto 
andso'^Sn.  „ 

If  thei<-  is  a  scarcity  of  food,  the  birds  move 
on,  and  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  January 
and  rWmiary  and  March,  when  one  insect  de 
voured  nuans  thou.sTnds  never  horn,  if  we  do 
not  feed  the  bud*  they  will  jiot  be  tliere  to 
work  for  us._^  So  our  pay  for  the  eontbiuous 
Winter  feeding,  in  a  practical  way  cmes  when 
♦he  weather  moderates,  for  the  birds  are  *uil. 
in  our  t;arrien  and  busy  with  ih^  work  Of 
livect  destruction 

Berried  Subjccti 

IT  takes  the  dull  Winter  days  to  make  u< 
thoroughly  appreciate  berried  plants  in  the 
garden.  Tliey  give  a  warmth  to  the  land.sc  .ip' 
that  nothing  else  can.  and  besides,  as  haa  been 
iKinted  out.  tboy  attract  bird  Ufa  better  than 
anytiilDg. 

It  would  be  well  when  planning  one  s  plant- 
ing for  thto  Winter  to  include  a  number  of 
berry-bearing  aubJectS.  Some  of  the  best  and 
•aslest  to  grow  sire^the  Mountain  A.sh.  both 
the  European  and  Auierican  varieties:  th* 
Coioneasters  in  the  varieties  Simonsli.  Fran- 
chett,  Buxlfolla,  Horoaontalto,  Thymafolia 
Frigida,  Mirheeleril,  Panava  and  several  dozen 
others:  Berbens  in  many  varieties;  the  dwarl 
crabs  with  fruiu  about  the  slse  of  a  big 
cherry,  which  hang  on  the  tree  until  nearly 
Chriatmaa  and  then  drop  on  the  ground. 
Whara  they  are  ea*ilv  consumed  by  the  birds 
the  Pryacanthas,  both  orange  and  red.  There 
are  downs  aT  otiMr  aubjaete  mueh  beloved  by 
the  birds. 

One  must  not  depend  entirely  on  the  berrle* 
to  feed  the  birds  through  the  Winter,  but  these 
must  be  supplemented  with  f^K^I  of  •, -iriou.s 
kind"^  Remember  Ihat  Mil  turds  do  lut^ok^  a 
lull  diet  of  .seeds.  Be  sure  to  have  something 
in  the  way  of  fats,  such  aa  suet,  placed  so  that 

they  ean  easily  get  H.    For  the  birds  that  do  

eat  grain,  see  that  a  supply  of  cracked 
wheat  and  seeds  is  avaUabto,  and  be  sure— 
and  this  is  most  Important— thai  there  to 
plenty  of  sand  put  out.  too.  Birds  have  no 
taolh.  and  they  must  have  grit  and  sand  to 
aM  tbam  la  dicestina  min.

But  ItM  »Ukin  lioine- 
lineaa  of  the  fence  comtn  *t«d  tta*  roMlBldM 
with  th«  famUiar  wecda  and  graA-***:  these  in 
WtoUr  are  more  eloquent  of  our  climate  than 
the  .•  triliAtic.tl  records  of  tlic  nieleoroloKi.vl 
And  evi  ii  tliuuKh  a  sliarp  spell  of .  f rusty 
weather,  and  a  north  wind  ahoafcPmakA  ui 
lecognlze  the  reality  of  Winter,  it  never  quite 
obliterates  the  persistent  greenery  and  if  there 
should  (liance  to  be  a  proifttivc  covering  of 
wiow  first  thrown  over  It,  then  not  at  all. 

A  walk  through  the  woods  at  the  change  of 
the.  years  will  show  this.  Take  for  example 
the  sloirly  vanishing  Pembejjon  Wooda.Vhtrc 
the  maj:le  trees  in  .stranRe  contortion  and  Ihr 
bal.sani  fir.s  grow  among  the  sandy  hummocks. 
}{ere  the  grass  grows  thick,  except  In  the 
densest  thickets  of  oaoberry  and  rose.  Often 
nothing  eUe  is  to  be  seen  among  It  but  the 
ves  of  the  dandelion  or  the  tall  plantain.  But 
where  it  thins  out  a  little  the  young  foliage 
of  buttercup,  vetch,  and  chlckweed  appear  with 
qnany  other  lowly  herbs.  Further  in  one  comes 
unexpectedly  upon  the  leave.s  of  the  yellow 
sanicle.  pale  nnd  .slunv  Kieen.  and  those  of 
the  wild  blackberry  stUi  persist,  making  chu- 
ters  of  dark  purple  in<  the  thlekato  Md  AloDg 
the  ground. 

On  open  rocky  places  beyond  the  woods  the 
wild  crane".s  bill  and  stork  .s  bill  ;in  flourish- 
ing, the  latter  in  beautiful  fern-like  clusters;

the  sun;  and  the  groundsel  is  not  only  blos- 
aomlng  but  is  crowned  with  iU  little  5ilky

Straight  Lines  and  Curves 

BUT  if  the  green  leavea  of  Winter  are  a  re- 
freshment to  the  eye  as  teeU  as  an  adver- 
tisement of  the  weather,  they  are  al.so  charm- 
ing in  them.s*'he.s  Kii.skln  devoied  the  first 
part  of  the  last  volume  of  his  "Modern  Paint- 
ers." and  a  fourth  of  it  in  bulk,  to  Uieaubjcet 
"Of  Leaf  Beauty":  it  Is  a  delightful  inupplement 
to  the  di.sqiil'iitions  of  the  botanical  textbook, 
knd  fthoulil  be  read  by  every  lover  of  beauty. 
~RiiBkIn  does  not  confine  himself  to  the  literal 
leaf  but  ^aiders  all  that  springs  from  it.  the 
bud,  the  stem,  the  mas.^d  foliage,  the  tree. 
Indeed,  he  goes  further  though  backward,  for 
I'.e  ( (Jiu  liHlcs   W.11I1   two  exfiul.'lte  .sections  on' 

the  lichens  and  mosses  whose  green  expan- 
itona  If  not  leaves  in  the  oedlnary  sense  per> 

form  like  ofBces  of  beauty  and  use.  "As  the 
earth's  first  meVcv,  .so  they  are  Its  last  gift  to 
us.  When  all  oilu  r  ,s(  r\i<c  is  v.iiii  from  plant 
and  tree,  the  soft  mosses  and  grey  lichen  take 
up  their  watch  by  the  headstone.  The  woods, 
the  bln^.snms,  the  fUt-bearlng  grasses,  have 
done  their  parts  for  a  time,  but  these  do. 
.service  for  ever.  Trees'  for  the  builder's  yard, 
flowers  for  the  bride's  chamber,  com  tcr  the 
granary,  moss  for  the  grave." 

nie  charm  of  the  leaf  lies  not  <»ily  In  Its 
form  it  .s  color  is  not  a  mere  pwrtlon  of  a  gen- 
eral monotonous  green  tint  but  is  Individual- 
ized In  many  ways.  'The  outer  surface  reflects 
the  light  by  peculiarities  of  texture^  liy  the 

presence  of  hair,  of  varylnR  deprees  of  fineness 
and  length,  ol  varying  lorm,  color  and  atti- 
tude, or  by  tlW  'xhape  of  the  surface  cells.  The 
color  of  the  contents  of  these  outer  cells  or  the 
covering  of  them  by  waxy  subetairices  or  their 
aliiKKst  miixM  i  <  i)tib;e  roiiKheiunR  are  al.so  ways 
by  which  tlie  green  becomes  modified  and  even 
transfigured.  In  foliage  masses  this  is  still 
fiM-ther  acromplLshed  by  the  leaf,  forms,  the 
ant^les  at  \vhi(  h  they  present  themselves  to  the 
Imht.  the  etTeci.s  of  shadowing,  and  the  move- 
ment of  the  leaves  in  the  softest  breese.  How 
dUfereiit  is  an  oak  from  a  mai^.  or  either 
from  any  of  the  conifers  Or  compare  a  field 
of  clover  with  one  of  wheal  or  oa^s  and  .see 
the  difference  of  <)uality  in  texture  and  color. 
One  of  the  reasons  for  tlie  beauty  of  the  high 
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inoaiiuin*  Is  that  Ih"  (ondiiiono  of  hie  there 
produce  a  certain  restraint  and  severity  in  thei 
loliage  of  individual  plants  that  make.s  the 
general  appearance  cleaner  and  brighter  thai)

Have  Different  Forms 

TH£  foiuis  of  leaves  are  very  different  from 
^hoae  of  roeks  and  minerals,  in  which  the 

.s'raiKht  line  predominate.s -the  straight  line 
und  Uie  flat  surface,  except  where  mechanical 
foites  of  Ice  or  water  or  pressure  have  been 
exerted.  The  leaf  has  more  aftthity  with  water 
in  movement,  with  the  curve  of  a  wave  and  the 
wirl  of  an  eddy,  or  willi  water  vapor  a  i  ;i 
sometimes  in  the  shape  of  those  far-di£tax4 

cloud  forms  known  as  "mares'-tails."  The 
stralgh*  line  in  the  leaf  i.s  always  mocUflcd.

If  you  draw  out  the  upper  pointed  end  still 

further  and  at  the  .same   time   narrow  the 

rounded  end  you  get  a  lance-shaped  or  lance- , 
olate  leaf,  and  1^  reversal  an  oManceolate 

one.  If  your  original  circular  form  is  elon- 
gated in  the  middle  so  a.s  to  retain  two  rounded 
ends  while  the  stem  is  inserted  at  one  or  other 
of  them  the  result  }s  an  bval  or  elliptical  leaf, 
Still  further  variety  is  Intiwdueed  by  the  de- 
velopment of  curves  or  waves  more  or  les.s  pro- 
nounced alon^  the  margin,  often  producing 
teeth  pointing  iiackward.',  forwards  or  straight 
out.  which  may  be  further  armed  with  splneg 
or  have  glandular  knobs  or  line  hairs.  These 
wave.s  or  curves  mav  become  Indentations 
peneLrating  more  or  less  deeply  into  the  blade 
of  the  leaf  as  in  the  common  buttercup,  or 
even  segregiUlng  It  into  quite  separate  and 
distinct  pgrts  known  as  leaflets. 

Skgldon  of  tfc«  Ltaf 

SOMPrriMES  between  the  pa^es  of  old  book.s 
you  may  come  across  the  filmy  skeleton 
of  a  leaf  placed  there  and  perhaps  prepared 
by  hands  long  since  at  rest.  For  among  the 
gentle  Interests  of  the  nineteenth  century 
maidens  of  lel.sure  was  that  of  collecting  leaves 
and  skeletonizing  them  by  the  removal  of  the 
softisr  parts  of  outer  and  inner  tissue  Some- 
times ifature  herself  does  the  worf  by  pro- 
cesses of  weather  or  by  the  energy  of  Insects. 
When  thoroughly  done  we  have  what  from 
one  point  of  view  is  a  skeleton  of  the  leaf, 
howing  more  distinctly  than  in  the  green  leaf 
the  arrangement  of.  ribs  and  riblets  upon 
which  the  green  tissues  are  stretched.  ThiH 
is  the  .strurturnl  aspe<f.  but  the  botanl.'-t  pre- 
fers to  sjx'ak  of  veins  and  veiiilets  because  in 
addition  to  forming  a.fraAewwk  for  the  ex- 
pansion of  the  blade  this  network  is  a  con- 
ducting or  transportation  system  and  one  of 
great  intricacy  In  our  circular  leaf  of  the 
garden  nasturtium  we  see  all  the  main  veins 
radiating  from  the)  centre  or  from  the  point 
at  which  the  ,  leaf  stem  enters  the  blade.  And 
It  must  be  borne  In  mind  that  the  leaf  .stem 
and  the  veins  and  vemlets  are  all  one  .svstem. 
In  our  na.sturtium  and  in  the  geraiuum.  holly- 
hock, buttercup,  columbliie.  gooseberry  and 
maple,  the  leaf  stem  immediately  branches 
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(teae  leaflets,  the  two  side  ones  with  very 
short'stalks.  The  largest  leaflet  is  at  the  apex, 
about  half  an  iiK'l\  ai>urt  from  it.s  two  i(.m- 
panions  below.  There  are  on  each  side  four 
veins,  each  having  boldly  oundng  vtlnlets  on 
tha  lower  side  turning  out  to  the  leaf's  edge. 
In  between  there  are  numbers  of  smaller  vein- 
l^ts  winch  fill  In  iiK.re  or  le.ss  at  riK.'it  angles 
to  the  veins  the  space  between  them. .  Now 
compare  with  this  a  leaf  of  OM  at  our  im- 
ported bl^tekberrles  which  has  made  Itself  so 
much  at  home  that  it  is  occupying  the  same 
liucket  v^ith  tiie  native  one.  Instead  of  three- 
leaflets  we  here  have  five  springing  from-the 
lower  jdOrof  the  veins  near  the  ends,  and  in- 
creasing In  number  towards  the  ba.se,  but  the 
most  marked  difference,  greatly  changing  the 
Dppearance  of  the  leaf  on  both  sides,  though 
chiefly  on  the  lower,  is  in  the  close  and  roughly 
parallel  arrangtment  of  the  short  velnkts 
which  fill  the  space  between  the  ^ide  veins. 

Of  the  radiate  compound  leaf  one  of  the 
most  familiar  examples  is  found  in  the  leaf 
of  the  horse  chestnut.  In  which  five  leaflets 
cpring  from  the  summit  of  the  leaf  stem.

out  into  from  three  to  five  main  veins,  and 
these  are  often  directljT'connected  with  the 

form  of  the  leaf,  .since  each  of  tiiem  k)ecomes 
the  centre  of  a  di-stincl  lobe  or  section  of  the 
leaf  blade.  l.ea\rs  of  this  t>-pe  of  veinlng  are 
said  to  be  paimately  or  radlately  veined.  But 
in  leaves  like  those  of  the  oak.  alder,  willow, 
poplar,  wallflower,  rose,  poppy,  straight-beaked 
buttercup,  fiai.sy  and  mint,  the  leaf  st^  pro- 
reeci.s  Mi.i):oken  to  the  tip  of  the  leaf,  generally 
throwing  oB  on  each  side  veins  which  may  be 
either  opposite  or  alternate  in  their  arrange- 
ment. Tills  continuation  of  the  .sttin  a.-;  main 
vein  with  .side  veins  or  veinlets  is  the  form  of 
vpnaton  known  as  pinnate  or  feather-likg.  Here ' 
again  the  venation  is  often  reflected  in  the 
margin  of  the  leaf  which  may  be  lobed  or 
toothed,  each  main  lobe  or  tooth  being  marked 
by  a  side  vein  of  its  own  or  by  a  velnlet 
springing  from  It.  The  lobes  or  tooth-like  di- 
visions may  penetrate  deeply  Into  the  Madt 
like  those  of  the  radiate  leaves.

ERE  is  another  leaf  of  a  dilfereni  pat- 
tern; it  belongs  to  the  common  erodlum 
or  stork's  Mil.  an  importation  from  Xurope.  At 
this  season  it  may  be  seen  as  flourishing  tufts 
of  fern-like  leave.s.  .sometimes  in  sf>niewliHt 
low  rosettes,  at  otiier  times  with  the  inner 
leaves  more  erect.  A  typical  leaf  hat  six  pairs 
of  leaflets  and  a  three  or  flve-lobed  secUon  at 
the  apex.  The  leaflets  are  not  exactly  opposite 
and  are  each  cut  about  halfway  Ixiween  edtte 
end  rib  Into  a  number  of  acute  lobes.  The 
leaflets  are  pinnately  vthMd.  the  mid-vein  of 
each^onstituting  a  side  vein  of  the  leaf,  while 
the  main  vein  extends  between  the  pairs  of 
leaflets  to  the  apex.  This  is  a  ( ha:acteri5tic 
pinnate,  or  feather-like  leaf,  in  which  the  pin- 
nate veinlng  finds  further  expression  In  the 
actual  divl,«lon  of  the  l*^f  blade 

Tlie  mountain  ash.  or  rowan  as  it  is  called 
In  Scotland,  has  .sucb  a  pinnate  leaf  and  It  Is 
because  it  resembles  in  this  feature  the  com- 
mon ash  that  it  has  been  called  from  Its  fond- 
ness for  mountainous  dLstrlcts  the  rnount.iin' 
a.sh.  but  there  is  no  relation  between  them, 
tlie  common  ash  belonging  to  the  olive  fam^y 
with  the  Ulac.  forsythia  and  Jessamine,  while 
the  rowan  Is  a  member  of  the  rose  family  and 
to  the  group  thai  contalas  the  apple  and  the 
pear.    In  one  of  our  gardens  where  Victoria 
and  Oak  Bay  meet  Is  a  tree  of  thta  spedes 
whl(^  is  exceedingly  Interesting   because  it 
bears  both  ordinary  pinnate  leaves  and  others 
that  are  partly  or  wholly  .Mmple  or  undivided. 
Its  intereat  perhaps  lies  chiefly  In  lU  surprise, 
in  a  tree  that  Is  usually  so  uniform  In  fcMiage. 
for  dfference  in  leaves  Is  not  really  rare  For 
example,  the  common  ivy  has  two  distinct 
kinds  of  leaf  one  radiate  in  \eining,  the  other 
pinnate.    The  first  is  the  type  we  are  most 
familiar  with  because  It  has  the  typical  Ivy 
shape  with  five  lobe*,  but  the  other  more  or 
less  ovate  form  Is  found  where  the  flowers  and 
liuit  are  borne,  or  in  other  words,  there  aia 
two  kinds  of  stem  in  ttie  iVy  plant,  one  a 
cumber  bearing  radlately  five-lobed  leaves,  the 
other  a  flowering   noo-rllmber  with  simple 
pinnate  veined  leaves.  The  rotk  Juniper  found 
in  place.^  along  the  coa.st  has  needle-like  leaves 
when  young,  but  scale-like  ones  on  older 
growth.    Tha  gorse  has  three-lobed  leivea 
when  a  seedling,  but  later  nothing  but  spines, 
or  at  bftt  narrow  simple  leavci.    A  yo'ing 
.vetch  very  common  in  parts  of  the  Pemberton 
Woods  today  is  provided  with  two  kinds  of 
Jeaflet,  One  oval,  the  other  very  narrow  la  pro- 
portion  to  Its  length.

IUBBOCK  gave  a  good  deal  of  attention  to 
^  the  forms  of  leaves  and  their  origin,  and 
especially  to  the  question  why  plants  of  the 
same  genus  have  leaves  so  different  in  form 

nnd  venation  Whv  ha.s  the  crane's  bill  a  round, 
ladiatel.v -veined  leaf  and  tlie  .storks  bill  a 
feather-.'liapeti  pinnately  veined  leaf?  Or  why 
within  the  limits  of  the  same  species  has  the 
tall  Oregon  grape*  a  pinnately  veined— leaf. 


while  the  low  Oregon  grape  has  a  rudiately 
veined  one?  His  conclusion  waatthat  ' many 
at  any  rate  of  the  forms  presented  by  leavea 
have  reference  to  the  conditions  and  require- 
ments of  the  plant.  Of  course  it  m.ay  be  that 
the  present  fonn  ha.s  reference  not  to  existing 
but  to  ancient  conditions,  which  renders  the 
i>robIem  all  the  more  diflfa^ult."

In  our  swampy  hollows  ^;n 
the  red-barked  i1o<uimc1  It.s  leaves  a:e  pin- 
nately veined  but  wiien  eagh  side  vein  ap- 
proaches the  edKc  of  ttie  Teaf  It  curws  upward. 
Break  one  of  there  leaves  acro.s.s  by  pulling 
hrmly  from  each  end  iimt  you  will  so^  from 
these  veins  and  the  middle  one  fine  .silky 
threads  proceed.  Tiiese  are  the  UiiiusjxirijfUon 
lines  I  have  already  referred  to.  Each' group 
of  them  is  made  up  of  a  number  of  water-, 
conducting  cells,  some  of  which  are  Imrd  with 
rings  and  spirals  of  woody  matter  others  ha\« 
thus  material  in  a  network.
